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The Aftermath 


Mr. Attlee’s speech in the 
‘ House of Commons debate on the 
world food crisis was simple and 
strajghtforward. Ele outlined the 
“causes of the present scarcity. 
Some are of Man's own making-— 
‘dy is the aftermath of the war 
It is a retribution which falls on 
the innocent for the general follies 
of Mankind.” Others are wholly 
of Nature’s making. “The White 
Paper which the . Government 
published,, showed beyond ques- 
tion how the devastations of war 
had been supplemented by (a 
phenomenal incidence of wither- 
ing drought and destructive storm 
in some of the richest food-pro- 
ducing areas of the Farth. Mr, 
Attlee did not in. the Teast gloss 
over the difficulties which fave 
ce hungry nations — today.

The Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer describld his interim Bud- 
get .of last October as “the first 
of a series which, I hope, will 
clearly exhibit an ever develop- 
ing aud expanding plan for a 
fuller national Hf¢."” Actually, 
neither the interim Budget itself 
nor the apeech which introduced 
it offered more than the slen- 
derest clues to the character of 
the plan, no doubt becaure the 
time was not yet ripe. Tho 
main interest of. tomorrow's 
Rudget will be 40 see how far 
it has taken shape in the inter- 
val and what manner of plan 
it is, 

It may be remarked here that 

though the iden of “serial” 
Thudgets ls new it is not a speci- 
fleally socialist idea. When, for 
example, Mr. Dalton spoke in 
October of “balancing, over a 
period,’ surpluses = against 
deficits,” he was merely echoing 
the policy outlined inthe Conali- 
tion Government's White Paper 
on Employment. 
, ites, indeed, now generally 
accepted that the Budget of the 
future cin no lomger be confined 
simply to estimating ‘the year’s, 
expenditure and providing the 
revenues to meet it, but must be 
integrally related to the working 
of the.economic system as a 
whole, ‘this involves Jooking well 
beyond the limita of a particular 
year in drafting and expounding 
that year’s Budyet. 

Such a view cannot apply 
without some modification in the 
present year, when the abnormal 
conditions of the transition from 
wir to pence still prevail. No 
ong would suggest, for ‘instance 
that the aim of “balancing, over 


Ln period, surpluses against de- 


ficits” should begin to take 
effect in w year with a prosper- 
tive deficit due to war's after- 
math of sonic £1,000,009,000. 


Fillip To Production 


Nevertheless, this year has its 
immediate problems — calling 
urgently for budgetary —assis- 
tance in their solution, Of these 
the chief ia the supreme need 
for the expansion of the national 
output, with a “Budget of incen- 
tives” as its appropriate coun. 
terpart. ” 

Mr, Dalton has every reason 
to cast about for the means of 
affording ‘all the psychological 
fillip he can in support of the 
Government's production drive, 
What means are there? 

The £1,000,000,000 deficit 
would appear to permit him little 
scope for substantial tax remis- 
sions this year over and above 
the income-tax concessions of 
last October costing #283,000,- 
000, which take effect in the 
coming Budget. Moreover, with 
the continuing acute shortage of 
consumer goods in the shops he 
is baund to guard against the 
risk of inflation which might 
arise if he made any large re- 
lense of purchasing power by 
way of tax reliefs at the present 
time. 

Tt therefore seems probable 
that he will restrict any dewn- 
ward revision of taxation to 
minor adjustments.” There is’a

lf E.P.T. Were Repcaled 

Next there is E.P.T. In his 
October Budget speech Mr. Dai- 
ton deferred the question of' its; 
repeal pending the study of the 
possibilities of a better alterna- 
tive tax on profits, What he 
failed to explain was why there 
should be a supplementary tax 
on profits at all over and above 
the stundard income-tax. 

E.P.T, was instituted to “take 
the profit out of war.” That it 
achieved well and truly, but 
there is no sort of case, other 
than one founded on doctrinaire 
Socialism, for taking the profit 
out of peace, * 

_ In October Mr, Dalton cs- 
timated that continuance of the 
tax on the then existing 80 per 
cent, basis would yield only 
£250,000,000, as compared with 
£345,000,000 last yenr, the fall 
reflecting the cessation of war 
profits, From this has to be 
subtracted *60,000,000 due to 
the 25 per cent. reduction in the 
rate as from Jan, 1, 1946, leav- 
ing a net yield of £190,000,000, 

Abolition of the tax would in- 
valve an actual loss to the exche- 
quer not of, £190,000,000, but of 
that amount less 9s in the pound 
income-tax, which gives about 
£106,000,000. If tomorrow the 
Chancellor were to repeal E.P.T, 
with effect as from Jan. 1, 1947, 
tha loss to the Exchequer of 
£105,009,600 would not accrue 
till 19.48, aince the tax is assess- 
ed and collected a year in-ar- 
rear. Nothingr could be better 
calculated to stimulate enter- 
prise than to announce outright 
repeal on these lines without 
countervailing substitute. 


Peace-Time Expenditure

which must form the core of any 
budgetary planning such os the 
Chancellor adumbrates. I refer 
to the future permanent level of 
expenditure when we have eet-

A.Pilgrimage To 


It was not only a tirinw but 
almost oan adventurous’ journey 
that I had recently in Germany, 
On this journey ‘I was able 
to talk once more with my 
friends of the past and,to re- 
knit the bonds broken by the 
war. This brought homo to me 
most vividly the rightness of an 
view 'I had firmly held at all 
times, that the German peuple 
was never the uniform block 
behind Hitler that it was de- 
clared to bo in Goebbels’s pro- 
paganda and could not but resem 
in the apparent absence of all 
open opposition, 


To begin-with there was the 
Church. Witness was borne 
with the same coutage among 
Catholics and Protestants, by 
persons who, as clearly tecognis- 
able exponents of resistance, 
never made any conceasion even 
in externala, Thia common 
front, incidentally, worked 
powerfully to bring the two 
confessions together, not so 
much in dogma as in human 
relations, > + 


For the rest. the Pratestant 
side offers a much less uniform 
picture than the Catholic. The 
ecclesiastical struggle produced 
a split among the Protestants 
that has: only now been actually 
bridged over, It has been .a 
mistake to: draw 1 sharp distinc- 
tion between black sheep and 
white, “German — Christians” 
and the Confessional Church, 
Only in Prussia was there ac- 
tually an open struggle, In 
Bavaria, Wurtemberg, and else- 
where the members of the Con- 
fessional Church remained on 
element of the territorial 
Church and had mainly to carry 
on f struggle against the grey 
sheep, if the term muy be pere 
mitted——the luke-warm, the ap- 
peasers, those who believed tltnt 
in Order to maintain their
